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NEW DURHAM ARCHIVES 
and 
HISTORICAL COLLECTION 


The archive committee has seen many of their goals accomplish- 
ed this year. 


The town voted the sum of $400.00 for ‘the preservation of 
the 1765 town record book. This was done at the N.E. Document 
Conservation Center along with the original 1762 Town Charter. 


Grants and donations, plus money the committee earned made 
it possible to restore and preserve several other important town 
record books. The church also financed the preserving of two of 
their priceless documents. 


The books have had their pages impregnated with material to 
restore their strength and the bindings have been redone to look 
exactly like the originals, keeping the authentic antique flavor of 
the books. They are all stored in the town hall vault and may be 
seen by request. 


A 3M micro-film reader and carelle has been purchased with 
a member’s donation and it is available in the library for use by any 
one interested in looking up historical information. All the most 
important town records, with cemetery and vital statistic informa- 
tion meluded, are filmed up to 1900. 

The “State Papers, Town and Provincial Papers,” reference 
books, have been rebound and are available for research. Several 
other books of historical intérest have been purchased and added 
to the collection. Among them is 4 Volumes of N.H. Geneaology, 
and Histories of Durham, Rochester, Farmington, Wolfeboro and 
Gilmanton. 


The committee compiled a New Durham Cookbook which 
has sold well and has added to the revenue to help with this project.

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REPORT OF POLICE, HEALTH AND WELFARE DEPARTMENTS 
JANUARY 1, 1976 to DECEMBER 31, 1976 


During 1976 in the performance of their duties the officers worked 5,507 hrs. 
and traveled 45,000 miles. 93% of their time was spent on police work, 2% 
on Health and 3% on Welfare. 


Of this, 71% was spent on patrol, 20% in the office, 2% in court, 1% on 
special details, 1% on aid rendered, 2% on complaint investigations, 1% on 
accident investigations and 2% on criminal investigations. 


There were 2,434 calls for services, investigated 34 accidents, 58 criminal 
investigations, checked 5784 buildings and summoned or arrested 63 persons. 


A total of 27 sewage systems were inspected and many water samples were 
taken around town from the Lake, Ponds & Streams. 


6 active cases were handled on Public Welfare requiring transportation and 
financial assistance. \ « 


1976 records show the number of criminal offenses down from the last 
few years, but a high increase in juvenile offenders. The number of offenses 
cleared was down from last but ahead of national average.

REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Sinee its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Department has recognized 
the fact that forest fire prevention and suppression is a joint state and town or 
city responsibility. Local authorities recommend names of persons to the State 
Forester, who appoints one person as town or city fire warden and several 
other persons as town or city deputy fire wardens to a three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all outside fires, when 
the ground is not covered with snow, by issuing a written permit for kindling 
a fire. Permits are only issued at such times and in such places as the fire warden 
deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire organization in mod- 
ern forest fire prevention and suppression tactics. The State also provides backup 
personnel and equipment for suppression and prevention activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in one of the smal- 
lest acreage loss due to forest fires in the United States for the past 20 years.

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REPORT OF THE NEW DURHAM FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The department responded to 2 medical emergencies, 3 struc- 
tural fires, 6 Mutual Aid fires, 4 chimney fires, 7 grass and brush 
fires, 4 motor vehicle fires and one gas wash-down in 1976. 


To keep the firemen informed of current fire fighting proced- 
ures and techniques the department participated in several drills 
and training courses. A state certified pump course with practice 
in drafting, relay pumping and pressure hydrant pumping were 
completed this year. 


The department attended drills in Farmington, Alton and 
Barnstead for training and New Durham hosted a Mutual Aid drill 
with four other towns participating. Water was relayed from the 
Merry-Meeting River to the town hall area to test the groups pro- 
ficiency with this form of fire fighting. 


A state certified communications ciass was conducted and the 
drill tower has been used to train with ladders, hose and safety 
belts. Fire fighters took advantage of a two day course given at the 
Laconia Voc-Tech School this past summer and attended training 
classes there. 


Fire fighters have been outfitted with necessary safety clothing 
such as boots, helmets, coats and mittens. This has been accomplish- 
ed over a period of years through the joint efforts of the Ladies 
Auxiliary, the Fire Company and town funds. The next objective 
is to equip each fire fighter with a radio receiver to alert them to 
a fire, and plans are to acquire two more this year. 


A fire prevention program was carried out with the school 
children by the department and the Ladies Auxiliary during National 
Fire Prevention Week. 


Residents are reminded, according to state law, before install- 
ing an oil burner, a permit to install with inspection to follow is 
required. If on inspection, the oil. burner is found to have been 
properly installed, a permit to operate will be issued. Permits may 
be obtained from the Fire Department, Post Office or Building 
Inspector.

RURAL DISTRICT HEALTH COUNCIL, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 1976 


The past year has seen an increase in services provided by the RDHC. As the 
federal government continues to shorten the length of time allowed the pa- 
tient to stay in the hospital there is an increased need for health care in the 
home. The RDHC continues to qualify as a certified home health agency,’ im- 
plementing procedures to continue to provide quality care. 


This is the third year the agency has supported the Referral Coordinator at 
Frisbie Memorial Hospital. Mrs. Marie Dexter, R.N. is seeing an increased need 
and receiving more referrals. from doctors, nurses and families for home health 
care after hospital stay. 


The Councils continues to provide home health aide service through the 
contract of the Strafford County Home Health Aide Association. And also 
with the resignation of Joan Menez, to further her education, the Council hired 
two part time home health aides in order to cover the area more economically. 
Gail LaRosa who covers the areas of Farmington, Milton, Middleton and New 
Durham, while Roberta LaFrenier covers the Northwood, Nottingham, Deer- 
field, Barrington and Strafford areas. This enables the Council to better utilize 
the professional staff while continuing to provide quality care. 


The agency's priority is skilled nursing service, but the agency staff con- 
duct adult screening clinics monthly in Northwood, Farmington and this past 
year started a program at the Milton Health Center with a case load of 221. 
With 38 cases referred for further treatment. This has proven to be a needed 
service. 


The staff also participates in the after care program in cooperation with the 
Strafford Guidance Center and Seacoast Counseling Center. Twice a month the 
Strafford Guidance holds group counseling at the office, and because transporta- 
tion is such a problem this has been a great help to the patients. 


This year with the nationwide immunization program for the Swine flu the 
council organized two clinics regionally to cover its member towns. This 
involved many hours of planning and organizing for the clinic manager, but both 
clinics were a great success, with 1,139 immunized at the Farmington clinic 
and 663 at the Northwood clinic. 


ol 


The Maternal Child Health Program is a very active one providing physical 
examinations, immunizations and dental care for children O—6 years enrolled 
in the Well Child Clinics . The agency staff also provides home visiting to the 
patients of the Strafford County Prenatal and Family Planning, and the Exeter 
Area Family Planning program. 


The strength of the Council lies in the efficiency and dedication of its staff. 
With the resignation of Cynthia Blood, Myrtle Walsh and Lucy Myers within 
the year the Council has been very fortunate to add to their staff Mary Tim- 
mons, R.N. and Joann Pearson, R.N., B.S.N. Members of the professional staff 
are Mrs. Ardala Houle, R.N., Supervisor Director, Miss Arlene Thorne, R.N. 
Assist. Supervisor and Maternal Child Health nurse, Mrs. Marie Dexter, R.N. 
Referral Coordinator, Mrs. Barbara Drew, R.N., Mrs. Mary Timmons, R.N., 
Mrs. Joann Pearson, R.N., B.S.N., Mrs. Kathleen Hansen RPT. The office duties 
are handled with ease by Mrs. Norma Davis and Mrs. Eleanor Eaton. - 


As a result of the inflationary times and increase in services provided, it has 
been necessary, therefore, to increase the per capita request from each town to 
$1.35 to enable the Council to continue to provide these greatly needed serv- 
ices. 


During the past year the Council has made 288 home visits and 68 Well 
Child visits with a grand total of 356 for the town of New Durham.

The Conservation Commission filled its membership during the 
past year and is now fully staffed.

Projects that the Commission plans to focus on this year include 
the following: 


1. Ballpark — The Commission is continuing its efforts to 
construct a ball field on town-owned land located to the rear of the 
Post Office. We hope to secure the services of the Soil Conservation 
Service, the UsS. Army Reserve, and local volunteers to assist us in 
some of the major phases of the project. 


2. Nature Trail — We are presently researching the possibility 
of constructing a nature trail through the Town Forest. The trail 
would be of both recreational and educational value, providing the 
opportunity for hiking, jogging, cross-country skiing, birding and 
environmental study. 


3. Swimming — The Commission is also very anxious to make 
an in-depth study of the swimming potential in New Durham. 


4. A survey is being prepared through which we hope to 
determine what the residents of New Durham consider to be im- 
portant conservation needs. When the data is collected and categor- 
ized, the Commission will be in a better position to serve the inter- 
ests of the town. A mailing to all residents is planned for the near 
future.
